Dairy products are the only prin- 


cipal category in Florida's agricul- | 
tural economy to show a decline in} 


1961. Total output of Florida agri- 
culture in the 1960-61 season is put 
at 896 million dollars for a gain of 
14 per cent over the previous year. 

A preliminary estimate of 196 
production values shows the total 
of gross income from dairy pro- 
ducts at $87,700,000 compared with 
$89,078,000 in 1960, or a decline of 
$1,318,000. Production volume is 
believed to be littie changed from 
the year before. 

Since 1950, however, Florida's 
dairy industry has made remark- 
able gains. In the 10 years 1950- 
60 the number of dairy cows on our 
farms increased 59,000 to a total of 

195,000. The average of milk pro- 

duced annually per cow increased 
from 4,400 to 6,700 pounds, or a 
gain of more than 50 per cent. 
That's another sharp contrast from 
the situation in Soviet Rus 
where, according to recent reports, 
per-cow production. has been slip- 
ping and now is rated at about the 
level we showed 10 years ago. 

The total of Florida-produced 
pilk “soared from 598 million 
pounds in 1950 to nearly. 1 1-3 Bill- 


ioh pounds in 1960.

It's interesting to note how the 
farm use of milk and churning of 
butter changed during the past de- 
cade. Butter churned on the farm 
fell off sharply from 1,600,000 to 
only 240,000 pounds. Milk used on 
farms where it was produced drop- 
ped more than 50 per cent, from 74 
million to 35 million pounds. 

Cash receipts to dairy farmers 
increased more than 50 million dol- 
lars, from $87,150,000 in 1950 to 
$87,226,000 in 1960. 

The sharp increase in average 
milk output per cow can be credit- 
ed to better management. Our

A wonderful service tor youngsters | youngsters in the Glades, who want to 
attend Palm Beach Junior College, is available this fall in the way of 
a school bus being operated by the county school board to and from 
that institution of learning on the East Coast. Inception of this ser- 
vice has come after several years of effort on the part of School Board 
Member Thurmond W. Knight, formerly of Pahokee, who advanced 
the idea to other members of the board. 

The school bus leaves Pahokee High School at 7:00 o'clock each 
morning, goes by the way of Belle Glade Hi and arrives at Palm Beach 
Junior College around 8:30 a. m. In the afternoon this bus leaves the 
College at 3:30 o'clock and is back in the Glades around’5 p. m. Jeff 
Barwick, a graduate of Pahokée High School last year and a student 
this year at Junior College, is driver of the bus. 

Pahokee High Frincipal Brooks Henderson said yesterday that 22 
students are using the bus and there is no charge for this transporta- 


tion service.
